The na- 
tional holiday in celebration of the 
anniversary of the emperor's acces- 
sion to the throne ^\as marked by the 
formal raising of the general strike in 
St. Petersburg.

strike has net yet been declared off. 
many of the railroad men are return- 
ing to work and trains are being got- 
ten through The populace is calmer. 


There is no attempt at holding pro- 


cessions, and the Cossack patrols are 
everywhere. 
Shops have .been barri-

and railway communication 


•with the frontier has not yet been re- 
stored. The newspapers appeared to- 
day and the electric lighting plant 
here will be put in operation. 


Count Witte and Prince Obolensky 


received the leaders of the progres- 
sive constitutionalist party, including 
prominent members of the municipal 
ity. 


Anti-Jewish disorders are reported 


from Theodosia. where a large num- 
ber of Jews and others were burned 
to death. In a revolutionary outbreak 
in Kostruma many were killed or 
wounded. Rioting

at SaratofE and 


Odessa, where many shops were plun- 
dered. A bomb was- thrown during, 
the conflict between riorers and sol- 
diers,

35, a graduate ot the Harvard medical 
school, who was arrested yesterday 
charged with 
committing a criminal 


operation in the Susan Geary case, was 
arraigned before Judge Burke in mu- 
nicipal court this morning. He was 
held in |20,UOO bail for appearance on 
November 10. The father is endeavor- 
ing to secure bondsmen for his son. 


Boston, Nov. 4. — Morris Nathan, 


the lover of Miss Geary, and who was 
arrested in Pittsburg last Sunday 
night and brought to this city in a 
state of collapse, is gradually recover- 
ing at the city hospital, where he was 
taken on his arrivel here, but is not 
yet in a condition to be brought into 
court. 
Nathan will probably be ar- 


raigned Monday. 


While at first the police were of the 


opinion that Nathan was not directly 
connected with the case, they now 
say that Nathan conducted the nego- 
tiations with the proprietors of the 
Tremont street establishment, the 
place with which Crawford was con- 
nected; that he was fully aware of 
the result of the operation. 


The police are directing their ener- 


gies toward locating another man for- 
merly connected with the Tremont 
street office.

Positive Pierson Was Not 


Tied to Hallway Track 


at Gambler 


STUDENT'S STARTLING STORY 


PRESIDENT PIERCE OF HENTON IS ONE

Custom of College Fraternities Said 


to Have Been Described by Doe 


of Student Witnesses, 


Mt. Vernon, 0., Nov. 4.—"He was 


my beloved boy. He is gone and I can- 
not bring him back- But I can. still 
•help Kenyon college, my alma mater, 
and I can still do something to clear 
the name of my fraternity, D. K. E. 


"I will say again what I have said 


before to newspapers and coroner and 
prosecuting attorney. My son was not 
tied to the railroad tracks. He fell 
asleep and his terrible end came just 
as he was aroused by the rumbling of 
the train that killed him. 


"I say that who am his father. 
Is 


it not enough?" 


With tears of grief streaming dowm 


his face Newbold Pierson, of Cincinna- 
ti, today made these statements of his 
son's death. Pierson came to Mt. Ver- 
non voluntarily to add his testimony 
to the inquest 


"I can explain the blood upon the 


rope they found," he said. "It came 
from a nosebleed. The boy who was 
being initiated suddenly began to drip 
blood. It fell upon the rope tied about 
him." 


Prosecutor Stillwell today reiterates 


his statement that all evidence tenna 
to show that young Pierson was-Jjonnd. 
Other evidence is in his possession he 
says, which will furnish all the needed 
proof. The inquest will not likely be 
concluded until next week. 


Mt. Vernon, O-, Nov. 4.—At the in- 


quest into the death of Stuart L. Pier- 
son at Gambier, 11 witnesses were 
examined, 
among them 
President 


Pierce of Kenyon college and New- 
bold L. Pierson. father of the dead 
boy, 
and himself a member of the 


Delta Kappa Epsilon fraternity, into 
which th eson was to have been in- 
itiated. 
Paul Barber, a Zeta Alpha 


freshman, has. according to Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Stillwell. given the mostf 
important testimony so far secured in 
the inquest. Barber, it is said, testi- 
fied that he lay bound and blindfolded 
on the track not 200 yards from the 
spot where Pierson was mangled to 
death, waiting for his two initiators. 
This, Barber declared, occurred about 
aa 
hour before Pierson's life was 


crushed out. 


Newbold L. Pierson, father of the 


dead student, was given a most rigid 
examination, and was compelled to 
describe the custom which fraterni- 
ties u?e when initiating candidates. 
He testified that his son left the col- 
lege alone and that be was positive 
that he was not tied on the track. He 
said that the members of the Delta 
Kappa Epsilon fraternity remained at 
: the college almost half an hour after 
| the boy had been sent to the bridge 
] before they went after him, and for 
that reason he knew that his son was 
not tied. He took all the blame for 
shipping the body to Cincinnati by 
special train without first notifying 
the coroner.

lon fraternity who were in Gambier 
Saturday nisht. and who had charge 
of Picrson's initiation, were exam- 
ined. They stated that Pierson had 
been ordered to po to the railroad 
bridge alone, and that he was not led 
there by any one.

DECISION IN TRIAL 


OF MRS. CHADWICK 


Cincinnati, 0., Nov. 4.—Ten years in 


the penitentiary, or home af cj liberty 
and friends—which shall it be? Mrs. 
Cassie Chadwick, otherwise, Mme. De- 
vere, the wizard financier and invin. 
cible borrower, is the object of this 
double sided query, which is arousing 
keen interest by the United States cir- 
cuit court of appeals when it meets in 
this city. Interest in the subject is 
not confined to the immediate friends 
of Mrs. Chadwick. 
Lawyers find in 


the vexed contention technical points 
now for the first time brought to tha 
front for juri'cial decision. 


The fact that so much can be said 


on both sides is-Avhat gives importance 
to the stand to be taken by the federal 
court, which will likely become a prec- 
edent for courts of the country gener- 
ally. 


An opinion among many lawyers is 


that the result will turn on the ques- 
tion as to whether or not the charge 
of conspiracy against Mrs. Chadwick 
for the wrecldng of the bank can be 
made to hold. 
It is the view of a 


number that the indictment is defective 
for the reason that conspiracy must 
involve more than one and cannot be 
alleged of an individual singly. 
' The woman's friends pin their hopes 
most strongly to this view of the sit- 
uetion. and it forms the strongest hope 
of her attorney, Judge Wing. 


As to the claim thut the prosecuting 


counsel, District 
Attorney 
Sullivan, 


used language not justified by the tes- 
timony to excite the prejudices of (he 
jury against Mrs. Chadwick waen on 
trial, it is not counted on to do much 
for her. courts alwajs conceding fr.-e 
scope to their prosecuting attorneys in 
matters of the kind. 


Neither is it thought thaf tho numer- 


ous isinor errors alleged in the rulings 
of the trial judge will amount 
10 


much in the way of gaining a new 
triai- 


The fact that one of.the jurors, a 


•uan named Beatley Crane, was sum- 
moned by a given name different from 
his own. is thought to be a strong 
;:oiut for Mrs. Chadwick. The argu- 
ment is that Crane had no right on 
the jury at all; that another man \\.is 
meant. The point is a new one.

TEMPERANCE CIRCLES WAS 


MOTHER THOMPSON. 


Three Weeks Ago She Fell and Frac- 


tured Her Hip—She Was Born 


in the Year 1816. 


Hillsboro, O., Nov 
4—Mrs. E. J. 


Thompson, or "Mother" Thompson, ab 
she is more familiarly known in tem- 
perance and church circles, died at her 
home in this city yesterday afternoon 
from the effects ot an accident about 
throe weeks ago when one of her hips 
was broken. 


"Mother" Thompson was the only 


daughter of Allen Trimble, one of tht 
early governors of Ohio, and was born 
in Hillsboro August 24, 181C. She was 
educated in Cincinnati, and was 
en- 


dowed with unusual mental gifts. 


The greater portion of her life was 


devoted to temperance work, and she 
was one of the original organizers of 
t'pe Women's Crusade, the great tem- 
perance movement which originated in 
the Presbyterian church here on De- 
cember 2'5, 1S73, and which spread all 
over the country. 


She became the wife of James H 


Thompson, of Harrodsburg, Kv., 
a 


brother of Senator John B Thompson, 
of Kentucky, September 2, 1837. Shp 
has been in feeble health for several 
years, and lived quietlv at her home 
here. When the National Convention 
oc the W. C. T. U. was held in Cin- 
cinnati a few years ago, 500 delegates, 
many of them from foreign countries 
made a pilgrimage here to pay their 
respects to Mrs Thompson.

of the bioscope even to take photo- 
graphs of tiny insects engaged in all 
the operations of their daily life. 
A 


gentleman named Dr. de Gaspary has 
thus used the bioscope for making stu- 
dies of that most interesting branch of 
the insect kingdom,, the ant family. 


Once Dr. de Gaspary snapshotted a 


tiny ant washing its face and tidying 
itself up just after it got out of- bed 
Jn the morning. Ants are particularly 
eleanly, much more .careful 
about 


.-washing their faces and brushing their 
heads than some girls and especially 
some boys are. Like the cat, the ant 
licks its legs with its tongue, by way 
of washing them. "What is more, these 
friendly little creatures help one an- 
other with the toilet operations. In 
the morning when they come out from 
their, nest In -numbers, one and another 
.•will stretch out their legs while a 
friend licks the extended limbs with 
his tongue. The friend also runs his 
little tongue along the other ant's 
antennae. An antenna is one of the 
feelers attached to an insect's head. 
Antennae serve partly the purpose of 
fingers. The insect puts them out and 
touches and examines the objects it 
Vji counters. 


Another of 'the gentleman's camera 


shots showed two ants in a terrific corn- 
bat, 
so savage that, with their fierce 


jaws fixed in each other's bodies, it 
was certain that one and probably both 
would be left dead on the field of bat- 
tle. 
If man were as terrible a fighter, 


according to his size as the ant is, he 
could whip a tiger or a gorilla by main 
strength. 


Being the intelligent young people 


you are you have of course heard 
about co-operative labor—people work- 
ing together in a friendly way, joining 
their interests and sharing the bene- 
fits alike. 
Now, many human co- 


operative colonies have been started, 
but none has ever b,een so successful 
as those are which have been conduct- 
ed through all the ages of history by 
the tiny, seemingly almost brainless, 
little ant tribe. 
They have a perfect 


system of government, running far 
more smoothly than any organized by 
man. 
Their government officials are 


honest, and all the ant people living in 
one colony are treated fairly and are 
never defrauded or robbed by the 
others. 
There are different depart- 


ments of work. Again, quite unlike the 
human family, every member of an ant 
colony must work and earn its living. 
Those ants that refuse to labor are de- 
stroyed. 
If every human being who 


does not work were treated as the ants 
treat a lazy member of their tribe, 
what a hustling there would be among 
the human idlers to get hold of some 
kind of work quick! 


If one ant of a colony attempts a 


job that proves too big for it, imme- 
diately another one runs to the strug-

gling little fellow and likewise takes hold 
of the object the first "is trying to move, 
whatever it is, and tugs it away. In 
the picture you see two ants side by 
side shoving a dead fly away from near 
their home. The ant does not like of- 
fensive things close to its house. 


The strangest fact about ants, how- 


ever, is that they actually keep cer- 
tain insects near their hills as human 
dairymen keep cows, to furnish rnilk. 


You have seen on the leaves pf plants 
sometimes numbers of small green in- 
sects. 
They are called aphides, or 


plant lice. 
Aphides exude from their 


bodies a sweet substance called honey 
dew, 
which ants are so fond of eating 


that they will capture aphide eggs, 
hatch these carefully and rear them in 
the ant colony, feeding them upon 
leaves. When the aphides are grown 
the ant strokes them with its antennae 
and squeezes them gently to make them 
press /the honey 
dew ' from 
their 


bodies. 
So that the aphide is really 


and truly tlfe ant's, cow. If ants find 
a large number of aphides upon a 
plant they run tiny tunnels up the 
stalk of the plant, creep through these 
tunnels and surround and pen in the 
plant lice. There these are kept and 
the ants milk them at pleasure. 


Most tender and faithful mothers and 


nurses are these wonderful ants. Ant 
eggs have to be tended carefully be- 
fore they are hatched. The ant nurses 
lick the eggs often to Keep them moist. 
So devoted indeed are the ant mothers 
that before they lay their eggs they 
tear off from their bodies the wings 


1 which every ant has for awhile in the 


spring. Near an anthill at the begin- 
ning of warm weather you will, see 
dozens of wings lying around. Then 
after the baby ants are hatched they 
have to be brushed and cleaned and 
even taken for an airing. 


I am sorry to tell you anything bad 


about these marvelous ants, but the? 
really have one unjust and wicked 
custom. 
A whole army of them fre 


quently invade a neighboring colony, 
fight and kill off the grown ants there, 
then tug home the pupae, or children 
of the invaded colony, rear them and 
make slaves of them, just as human 
beings in the savage state have always 
done among.themselves.

HE recent assertion of Detec- 


tive Sergeant Joseph Petrosino 
of the New York police depart- 
ment that there are at present 


30.000 Sicilian criminals in America who 
tire banded together in various secret or- 
ganizations for the purpose of extort- 
ing money from their law abiding fel- 
low countrymen and for the perpetra- 
tion of other and even greater crimes 
is probably the fact. 
According to 


Petrosino, who is an officer of marked 
intelligence and whose opportunity to 
secure accurate information has been 
excellent, fully 5.000 of these alien male- 
factors are quartered in New York city, 
and the others are distributed among 
the larger cities of the United States. 
From this it is evident that the per- 
manent establishment of a form of se- 
cret brigandage more extensive and 
more vicious than any that has ever 
prevailed in Italy is the threatening 
problem which confronts the American 
authorities today. 


It is estimated that more than 300,000 


persons from the southern end of the 
Italian peninsula have settled in New 
York city and its suburbs, and many of 
them are familiar with the teachings 
of the Camorra and kindred societies 
•which until recent years flourished in 
the provinces around Naples. At one 
period of its career the Camorra was 
Simply organized blackmail levied on 
rich and poor alike. 
Until the begin- 


ning of the present generation the 
Camorra throve amazingly and num- 
bered among*its members all classes ot 
society, from the poor artisan to the 
powerful state official. 
Its operations 


were sometimes petty and quite as fre- 
quently far reaching. It undertook the j 
trsuisp'ortation and disposal of smug- ' 
gled goods. It contracted for the com- 
mission of theft and even of murder. 
If'one desired to he rid permanently o£ 
an enemy or a rival he employed the 
Camorra, which maintained a regular 
schedule of prices for this service. Its 
principal object, however, seemed to be 
to extort tribute from small merchants 
and if they refused to retaliate by 
setting- fire to their shops or by boy- 
dbtting them. 
At the time of the unification of Italy 


the Camorra became so powerful that 
it obtained control of the political situa- 
tion in Naples arid conducted affairs 
much after the fashion of party ma- 
chines in some American cities. Of- 
fices were bought and sold and the 
Municipal treasury was looted until 
there remained nothing worth stealing. 
The vicious system was carried to such 
an excess that the general government 
•Was obliged to suspend the municipal 
administration and take charge of the 
city. The Italian government has been 
•waging a war of extermination against 
these societies ever since and the evil 
has been brought within control. 
'This is the menace which has been 
transplanted to free America. It has 
been checked in Italy .by the activity 
of ffl'e 'government'ami its'"efficient'se- 
cret service, but it has sprung up in

last with four crosses in blood' and the 
black figure of a human hand.. If he 
does not respond to this final sangui- j 
nary warning he takes his life, in his 
own hands. Between the first and sec- 
oncrietters there is a lull in .the pro- 
ceedings. Then it 'is. the .duty of, the 
agent of the Black Hand • hayiflg the 
'matter in charge to pay. the:'.victim a 
visit.;

Vonth's Companion asks the pertinent 
question why it has adopted the spell- 
ing Tsar to designate the Emperor of 
all the Rnssias. The most natural and 
obvious answer is that the spelling in- 
dicates the Russian pronunciation of 
the word, which Czar does not, is the 
Companion's answer. The title comes 
from an old Slavonic word, which the 
Encyclopaedia Britannica says is not 
derived from the Latin Caesar; 
but 


other authorities say that its ultimate 
derivation is from the Roman. The 
origin of the common spelling is sup- 
posed to be the writings of Herber 
stein, about 1350. The letter c in Ro- 
man-Slavonic has the sound of ts. The 
letter was copied, but the sound was 
not. 
The letter z never belonged in 


ths word. The spelling Czar is now— 
says Murray's great English diction- 
ary—regarded as old-fashioned. The 
accepted German spelling is Zar, which 
is pronounced Tsar: the French have

more varied than that of a 


cow is the goat's appetite. He has a 
taste for a wider range of plants and, 
moreover, will devour weeds and the 
leaves of trees that the cow would re- 
ject The goat can thus be a most use- 
ful animal in cleaning out fields and 
saving the farmer expense of labor 
while nurturing itself. Abroad there 
has been difficulty in keeping the goat 
from roaming and getting through 
hedges and walls with ease. He has a 
bad reputation for his constitutional 
objection to being confined anywhere. 
But with woven wire fences there is 
less trouble of that sort in this country, 
and this one bad trait is overbalanced 
by all the other good ones. 


"A most important point about the

Hughes had never beeu heard of before 
he began the gas trust and insurance 
investigations is that be always evad- 
ed notoriety. 
He not only did not 


court but did not permit publicity. 
Yet when the late Walter S. Carter, 
himself an eminent attorney, was ask- 
ed who in his opinion was the besr 
American lawyer he replied: 


"Charles Evans Hughes is tbe best 


lawyer I have ever met." 


It may be objected that Mr. Carter, 


having been Hughes' father-in-law and 
senior partner, was prejudiced in the 
young man's favor, but there is anoth- 
er view even of that. He bad been in a 
position to studr and know his man. 
it is bDBietnmg ttxnave the uiiuivideo, 
esteem of one's business associate and 
father-in-law. 


But even If it may be objected that 


Mr. Carter was partial the same cannot 
be said of the judges. 
Tbree years 


ago a distinguished New Yorker asked 
fire eminent judges to name the four 
or five lawyers who, in their opinion. 
stood foremost at the American bar in 
knowledge and management of difficult 
and complicated contractual litigation. 
'Four of the five judges named Mr. 
Hughes.

These high opinions were passed be- 


fore Mr. Hughes had been chosen to 
cross examine John A. McCall, George 
W. Perkius and Richard A. IfcCurdy 
They were expressed even before his 
keon thrusts punctured the gas trust. 
It was then, by the way, that Hughes 
uncovered the fact that the trust sold 
gas for a dollar that cost it only 28 
cents. Wheu that investigation was 
started most everybody predicted that 
nothing would come of it. Tbat was be- 
fore they had heard of Hughes. When 
he'was chosen later for the insurance 
investigation he was known at least to 
the New York public. As a result pre- 
dictions were rife that the insurance 
probe would reveal something. It did 
and if Charles E. Hughes stays where 
he is it will reveal more. 


A Mau Who Stays. 


That he will stay goes without say 


jag.- His recent refusal of the Repub 
lican nomination for mayor of New 
York settled that In bis declination 
was much that revealed Mr. Hughes 
true character. There was no pretense 
that under other circumstances he 
would not have been gratified to hav 
accepted the high bonor. But bis sense 
of duty to tbe insurance investigation 
would not permit him to do so. The 


I proposition bad been made to him that 


e need not make a speech in the cam- 
>aign or take sny time from his work 
n the insurance committee. Tbat did 
not alter the situation as he saw it. 


owever. Tlie imputation of political 


motive would be cast on the commit- 
ee's work if he accepted, be said, and 
ic could uot permit himself to contrib- 
ute to such a result. It was not a small 
hlng to pr.t aside that nomination, for 
witb the indorsement of otbpr nnti- 
lammany organizations tuere was 
some chance of an election, and the 
mayoralty of Greater New York is not 
m honor offered to every man. 


Against this flattering prospect of 
icrsonal honor, however. Mr. Hughes 
set his public duty to the investigating 
committee.' and there was uot tbe 
slightest faltering on bis part in choos- 
ing the right course to follow. If more 
men bad the same Hear vision to se» 
and the courage to follow public good 
rather than private gain there would 
not be so many calls for investigations 
in ihe republic. S«<-h nn example is re- 
freshing.

He attempted to refld law while teach- 
ing:

From this institution hp graduated 
with honors sufficient 1o secure hi* ad- 
mission to the offices of a prominent 
firm in New York. Failing health, bow- 
ever, caused him to take a law profess- 
rship at Cornell university in Ithaca, 


Y., where he remained until in 


hyslcal condition to return to the me- 
jopolis. Here he lectured for a time in 
ne of the law schools of the city and 
ater entered the firm of which lie is 
low the bead. He made a specialty of 
commercial law. 
In school he had 


hown an aptitude for mathematics, 
which is now shown in the capacity for 
eating up facts and figures.'' 


Learned the Gas Business. 


It was Mr. Hughes' reputation as a 
ommercial lawyer, -coupled with the 
.bility he had exhibited as a cross ex- 
aminer, which caused the legislative 
committee investigating the gas trust 
o choose him as its counsel. He has 
ince admitted that at the time he 
mew absolutely nothing of the gas 
business. After his thorough manner, 
lowever, he went to work reading up, 
pending night and day on the task 


the end of a week he surprised ev- 


erybody by bis~tech,nieal and compre- 
hensive grasp of the subject. At one 
ime he requested a firm of orpert ac- 
coantants to find for him The cost to 
b* company of securing gas. 
They 


reported that it would take them 
months to make the necessary investi- 
gation. 
Thereupon Mr. HugBes dug 


Into the books for himself, with tbe re- 
sult that in an incredibly short time 
he had lain the groundwork for bring- 
ing out the now famous testimony that 
the company paid only 38 cents for the 
gas which it sold to the consumer for 
§1. Not a bad profi% thai. 


His Study of Insurance. 


At the time of his selection as coun- 


sel for the insurance investigation Mr. 
Hughes says that be knew as little of 
that subject as previously be had 
known of gas. A similar course was 
followed. 
Two weeks of study night" 


and day followed, and the result was 
not only a surprise1'to the public, but 
to the insurance mSi themselves. The 
manner In" which 'the inside secrets of 
the business' wore" dragged forth indi- 
cated that Mr. Hughes is not only au 
cspert cross examiner, but that he has 
a good working knowledge of the -whole 
insurance question. 
There arc hints 


that the lawyer has had sources of in- 
formation at hand other than those 
contained in the dry record books of 
the companies: that he has had vari- 
ous tips and private hints from inside 
sources. 
There are more jealousies 


in the insurance business and in other 
circles of "high finance'1 than were 
displayed in the Alexander-Hyde fight 
It is not impossible that counsel for 
an investigation might receive many 
valuable pointers from those 'who 
would never show their hands in the 
open. At any rate, Hughes seems to 
be master of the situation. 


Charles E. Hughes would not be 


classed as a brilliant mtin. He has 
none of the quality usually called per- 
sonal magnetism, whatever that stock 
phrase may mean. His appearance H 
that of a very ordinary man of uffairs. 
:NO one -would turn to give him a sec- 
ond look. He is quiet, courteous, gen- 
tlemanly and methodical. That descrip- 
tion will apply to many, perhaps most 
of the men in business. The quality in 
Hughes that has attracted most notice 
is his perfect poise. He is always mas- 
ter of himself and his subject He 
never gets rattled, never loses his tem- 
per. He resorts to no sensational or 
"smart" tactics, but quietly and pef- 
sistently he reaches the point at which 
be is aiming. 


A Pen Portrait 


He is of medium height, rather spare 


of build, wilh high, narrow and intel- 
lectual forehead, joyes set wide apart, 
refined nose an<l the lower part of his 
face covered by a brown beard. At or- 


at his office, but usually takes a steno- 
grapher home and works evenings. On 
this head he himself says: . 
There Is a. pleasure In achievement, 


there is an inspiration In work, and 
•work well done will make a man con- 
tented with his lot. I believe in work, 
hard work and long hours of work. 1 
have never known a man to break down 
from overwork; it is the worries and the 
dissipations that cau»e men to break 
down; work alone w ill rot do it, except in 
rare cases. 


Founded Rockefeller Class. 


It is not generally known that Chartes 


E. Hughes founded the Sunday school 
class now taught by John D. Rockefel- 
ler, Jr., and still addresses it occasion- 
ally, but such is the case. There is no 
hypocrisy about this keen minded law- 
yer, however, for he says: 


My views on religion, are not what most 


of my church friends would regard as 
orthodox — in fact, I have rather free 
views, but I recognize that we have in 
the churches flie greatest conservative 
rorce In our aftairs and, if for no other 
reason than, this, I feel they sliould be 
supported. There is a lot of cant about 
them, but they ha^e a great power for 
good, whether one agrees of not with the 
teachings of their ministers. 


One who speaks as frankly as that 


must have candor and courage, and 
these two attributes go to make up 
what Pope declared the '"noblest -rork 
of God1' and what the public evidently 
deems Chnrles E. Hughes to be: 


An honest man.
